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I. SPECIAL TOPICS. 





1. The Sixth Assezibly. 


Though verhaps the least spectaculsr of any of the annual 
gatherings of the League of Nations, the Sixth Assembly, which 
opened on Sentember 7th, is of great importance in that it is 
the first to be held under strictly normal conditions. This 
year there has been no Chanah or Corfu incident, no Protocol to 
draft and no Court to set up, the work has been unrelieved by 
exitement and its real worth has been the more apnarent. 

The work of the Council has teen chiefly connected with the 
question of Mosul, as well as with the myriad other items of the 
League's everyday work. The report of the Sub-Committee of three 
(Senor Quinones de Leon, Spain, Senor Guani, Uruguay, and M. Unden, 
Sweden) avnointed by the Council to deal with Mosul, is anxiously 
exnectede. 

The debate on the fate of the Protocol was the occasion for 
a vassionate and eloguent outburst on the part of sf. Paul-Boncour 
(France) who on behalf of his country accepted the Security Pact 
as a step towards the realization of the Protocol. It is doubdtful, 
however, whether this document will survive the repeated criticism 
of Mr. Austen Chamberlain. There is anxiety that no general 
discussion on the nrincivles ofsecurity and artitration shoubd take 
Place wrile the negotiations for a Pact of Security are in progress. 

An uncert:in fate overhangs the discussion of the question of 
disarnenent in the Assembly. Tois matter has been tne sucject of 
a resolution ty Senor Quinones de Leon (Spain) with an amendment 
by Count Apponzi (Hungary). The resolution asks for a delay of the 
question till next year whon the Council shall make a report to ine 
Seyenth Assembly on the preparations made for a general disarmament 
conference; while the amendment calls for immediate prencration 
by the Council er tne League disarmament machinery for the calling 
of such a conference. Tne adoption of one or other of these notions 
will govern the League's disarmament policy for the coming year. 

Meanwhile, the attention of all is fixed upon the gradual progress 
of the Security Pact negotiations. 


3-e The Security Pact. 


Although tne actual negotiations for a Pact of Security lay 
outsize the competence of the Lea,;ue, this important question has, 
during the last fortni. bt, tc a great extent dominateit tie political 
debates at Geneva and Nolitical discussions in the press. 

The most striking feature in the devoloment of tne Security 
Pact nessotiation has been the extension of the scone of tue orisinal 
scheme. It will te remeztered’d that the criginal proposition oivfered 
by the German Government was the estatlisiment of a Pact between 
Englund, France and Germany to guarantee the Riineland frontier. 
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At an early stage Relzium was included among the interested Powers, 
and at the present time a stage has been reached at which it 

annears that, in additicn to the Rhineland Pact, there are pousibile 
ities of similar guarantees bing effected ia the South with reward 
to tae Austro-Itaiian frontier, and in the East between Germany on 
the one hand and Poland end Czecho-Slovakia on the other. 

Signor Scialoja, according to the Geneva Correspondent of "Epoca", 
has communicated to the Allied delegates the Italian Governnent's 
adhesion to the proposed Western Security Pact, the Piave being 
considered as an extension of the Western frontier. 

The »roposal of a French guarantee to treaties of arbitration 
between Germany and Poland and Czeciioslovakia has its origin in French 
anprehensions that on the conclusion of the Western Pact, a neutral 
zone would lie between France and these two States (Poland and Czecho-~ 
slovakia) to whom France is already under treaty obligations. The 
question then arises as to which body will decide under what circ- 
umstances a neutral zone may be violated as a consequence of previous 
contractual obligations binding the power X to render assistance to 
powers A or 3 when such assistance involves the breaking of a Pact 
of Security for another frontier with the power held as the ageressor 
of A or B. On Sentember 10th, the demand by the Czechoslovakian

There are four voints of view on ti.is question; those of Great 
Britain, of Turkey, of Irseg and of ?osul. The first has been 
misrepresented in british newspapers of every colour, and the rest 
ignored. Yet a few facts reduce the problem to a just perspective. 

The past vistory of this boundary disnute is well known. The 
present provisional frontier between Turkey and Iraq, called the 
"Srussele Line" was proclaimed by the Leaxue of Nations Council ih 
October, i¢24,to prevent the inveding Turks and the estcblished 
British from coming to blows. It served till September, 1925, when, 
it seems, the Turks have violated it. 

Now the League Council must determine the final frontier. The 
Commission annointed to investigate on the spot has reported. The 
personnel of the Commission, it must be noted, was composed of an 
ex-ally, an ex-eenemy, and a neutral; for Colonel Paulis is belgian, 
Count Teleki Magyar, and M. af Wirsen Swedish. 

Tneir Report is an excellent piece of work. It concludes that 
the nrovince might be given to Iraq if the British engage? to stay 
for 25 years, if not it shouid be given to Turkey. 

The @ritish point of view was voiced by Mr. Amery at the 
present Council session. It is based upon a reyard for honour, 
peace and economy. Britain is willin,; to extend her responsibility 
becnuse she has promised Arab independence; because she has sunk 
good work in a atate as yet unstable, and tecause the linc of the 
lesser Zab would tempt invasion of the Mesopotamian plain and cost 
far more to defend than the hili-frontier held by an air-force. 

Also the prosnerity of the country hangs on its unity. 

The Turkish noint of view is mainly sentimenwl. They have 
taught their people that "osul is a jewel in the Turkish diadem; 
and a natienajist governnent would find it hard to face public 
opinion after surrendering a province. 

For Iraq, it is a question of food and peace. The Mesopotam- 
ian nlain needs irrization; and Iraq depends upon the rainegrown 
corn and fruit of Mosul. Nor could the pnlain-dwellers sleep safe 
o'nighte with ifosul town in Turkis‘ hands. 

For tie mixed races of Mosul the choice is clear. They are 
cultivators, end want to retain access to their markets down-river. 

' The Kurja to the North want some self-rule, for as fighters they 
desnise the Arabs. But if the British go, they will be conquered 
by the Turks, and they would naturally rather be handed over peacefully 

It :mst be remarked that all the outcry about Mosul oil is a 
modern red-herring. The Turkish Petroleum Commany waa there in 
1914. It will be there if the Turks rule - paying heavier back- 
sheesh, no doubt, but well able to take care of itself. It is intere 
national, and nonenonopolistic, under the Treaty. Grec.t Britain can 
“ain notring from it; tie profiter by tue concession i3 the arsp 
eovernient of Iraq.

SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 5TH. 

The report drawn up by the conference of jurists on the tech- 
nical aspects of the pronosed Security Pact was sent to the Govern- 
ments of the countries represented at the conference, i.e. Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, Italy and Germany.

The 
industrial strike in Shanghai is almost at an end except in British- 
owned industries.

Pas jixta A@werndly opened on Senteisber 7th. It was the turn 
of the *’rencn renreaentative to take the Chair at the Council seeting 
in the orevicus week, and it therefore fell to %. Painlevé to nreside 
at the onening of the Assembly and to make the firsi speech. Sub- 
sequently, the Assembly elected as its President, i. Dandurand, the 
Canadian delezate. 

sre Chemberlain outlined the British point of view on security, 
and in effect, asked tne Assembly not to take any action which mignt 
hamper the extremely delicate pact nejotiaticns now in progress. 

The 2renc’: ocsition was the same as last year, namely, that 

they still supvorted the principles of the Protocol. It wes decided 
to consiruct @ compromise formula to reconcile the Pact and the 
Protocol. This was done in a resolution submitted by the Snanish 
representative, the effect of which is that the Assembly (1) again 
declares as¢.;ressive war to be a crime; (2) aorproves limited pacts 
provided thet they are in the snirit of the Covenant; (3) asks 

the Council to study these regional nacts and consider how far they 
yvrogress towards general security, and (4) asks the Council to call 
a conference for tne reduction of armaments as soon as general 
security nas been achieved. 

Lord Cecil, on benalf of the British Government, produced a 
draft convention for the suppression of slavery. The existence of 
tiis docunent nad teen kept secret and a considerable sensation was 
caused. The convention provides for the i:mediate emancipation 
of 211 slaves in the territories of signatory States and also declares 
that sleve-running on the High Seas shall be re,;arded as piracy. 
Altiov.h the convention is not very s3irong on the subject of forced 
labour (this of course say be immroved in Coxzrittee) nevertheless 
it is universally admitted to be the grentest sxdvance in the canpaign 
against slavery since the Brussels Convention of 1890. 

Dr. Nansen's report on the possisility of scvttiling Armenians 
in Erivan is snortly to be published. It is unterstood that it 
is in favour of such a sciiese “rovided tinat a loan of abcut 
£1,000,000 can ve raised. Anoti:er report will also be considered 
on the nosasaibility of settling Russians in south America. It is 
thouzht that not more than £100,000 woubd te necessary for carrying 
out this scneme. 

There has been considerable corment on the consistently hostile

~<(&¢The Allies! invitation to Germany to take part in a gathering 
for the purpose of agreeing upon a Pact of Security was delivered 
verbally to err Stresemann, the German Foreign Minister, by x. de 
Vargerie, the French Ambassador in Berlin. The unsigned Memorandum 
presented at the same time indicated the beginning of October for 
the meeting, but no varticuiar place was sugsested. 

The German Chancellor has summoned a Cabinet meeting to be 
held on September 2let, which will consider the Renvort of the Jurists 
Conference on the Security Pact. In the meantime, ominous rumours 
are circulated with regard to Soviet attemnts to embaraes the Security 
Pact negotiations. In Germany the questicn of the effect of the 
Security Pact on future relations between Soviet Russia and Gerrany, 
when the former country shall re-establish her economic position, 
has been receiving a considerable amount of attention.
